I wonder where You Tube’s been hiding its standards all this time. 

Last I checked, the video-hosting site was an online orgy of girls- 
gone-wild fare, violent (sometimes bloody) encounters between 
Average Joes and Janes, and even some super freaky-deaky activity, the 
latter of which is available only after over-18 assurances. 

But evidently, some You Tube interns found the folders containing 
the site’s so-called standards. Too bad they unearthed them just in 
time to unnecessarily ban a video the world needs to see. 

“Born Free” is M.I.A.’s unflinching exploration of genocide, as 
exacted upon red-headed, fair-skinned citizens of a fictional state. 
The characters are awakened from their beds, brutalized and herded 
onto a bus by cruel government forces. 

Though many of us may have seen, and been touched by, real-life 
stories of genocide in far-off lands, it’s quite different to be faced with 
a world where Marcia Cross of “Desperate Housewives,” Cynthia 
Nixon of “Sex and the City” and Carrot Top could be executed on 
sight. 

“Born Free” forces viewers to question their own apathy, essentially 
asking: What if this happened to you? 

But you can’t question much of anything if you can barely find it. 
And finding it now is a lot more difficult thanks to YouTube. 

This week, one of the largest repositories of online videos yanked 
“Born Free” from the site, not even allowing it to be viewed by the 
18-and-older set. The video violates rules that “prohibit content like 
pornography or gratuitous violence,” some YouTube suits told the 
BBC. 

I hope they did that interview over the phone because I can’t 
imagine them uttering those words with a straight face. 

YouTube would be as empty as a church on Monday if it didn’t offer 
a steady stream of violence and sex, plenty of it worse than anything in 
M.I.A artistic statement. 

Consider a popular video featuring “Epic Beard” man, who doles 
out an arse whupping of aforementioned epic proportions after a 
smaller, mouthier man taunts him ona bus. By the time the clip cuts 
off, there’s blood on the bus seats and floor. 

As for sex, it took me less than 20 seconds to call up a raunchy 
rap favorite: the uncensored version of Nelly’s “Tip Drill.” In it, 
the once white-hot rapper swipes a credit card through the jiggling 
junk-in-the-trunk of a woman who, if she isn’t a stripper, should 
reconsider her calling. 

Maybe the mistake M.I.A. made was using violence and brief nu- 
dity to make a political statement. 

But there’s a chance we can appeal this YouBoob move. 

Girl Talk could do a mash-up with “Tip Drill” and “Born Free,” 
bringing red-headed strippers into a brand-new video. I’m joking, 
of course, but if you think about it: “Tip/Free” would have survived 
You Tube’s stringent standards.

As Monica Dixon ran from gunfire Wednesday 
night, she was so focused on getting to safety 
that she didn’t notice the bullet that ripped 
through her calf.

On the way, they met a group of friends outside 
their school, Clay Elementary, at about 9 p.m. 

Monica had just hugged a friend, Preciliano

Garcia, 12, when gunfire erupted from an alley. 

“Everybody just ran screaming,” Monica said. 
“I was scared for my life.” 

As the youths sprinted away, the gunman raced 
back down the alley and drove off, witnesses said. 
Preciliano was struck in the side by a bullet. 

Investigators said Thursday that they believe 
the shooting may have been gang-related. 

“I think they thought [my friend and I] were 
somebody else,” said Monica, who hid by a fence 
as the men fled. It was then, Monica said, that

she noticed the blood. 

“I felt something leaking down my leg and ... 
saw my leg had been shot,” she said. 

Meanwhile, at a nearby pizza restaurant, Pre- 
ciliano burst through the door bleeding, accom- 
panied by his older brother and two friends, said 
manager Leighanne Michko. 

The two wounded children were taken to hos- 
pitals, treated and released. 

Monica’s mother, Monica Koulentiky, said 
she was haunted by how much worse it could 
have been. “I really didn’t think that some- 
thing like this could happen to my daughter,” 
she said.

Continental Airlines Inc. directors met Wednes- 
day to discuss a potential combination with Chi- 
cago-based United Airlines, according to people 
familiar with the situation. 

Executives for the two companies have been 
meeting for more than a week about a deal, 
which would create the world’s largest airline by 
passenger traffic. 

Published reports earlier this week suggested 
the talks had snagged over price—the value to 
place on each company’s shares in a stock-swap 
deal. The decision by Continental management 
to brief its board appeared to indicate that the 
discussions are not dead. 

United and Continental declined to comment. 
The Continental board meeting was described 
by two people familiar with the situation but 
who spoke on condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to comment publicly. 

One of the people said the airlines could have 
a deal to announce by the first part of next week. 

Analysts say that United’s hubs in Chicago 
and San Francisco would complement Conti- 
nental’s in the New York City area and Houston. 
Internationally, United has strong routes in Asia, 
while Continental has a deep network in Latin 
America and Europe.

MASSIVE OIL SPILL WASHES ASHORE ALONG GULF COAST 


VENICE, La. An oil spill that threat- 

ened to eclipse even the infamous 
Exxon Valdez disaster spread out of control 
with a faint sheen washing ashore along the 
Gulf Coast on Thursday night as fisher- 
men rushed to scoop up shrimp and crews 
spread floating barriers around marshes. 

The spill was bigger than imagined— 
five times more than first estimated—and 
closer. Faint fingers of oily sheen were 
reaching the Mississippi River delta, lap- 
ping the Louisiana shoreline. 

“Tt is of grave concern,” David Kennedy 
of the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, told The Associated Press. 
“I am frightened. This is a very, very big 
thing. And the efforts that are going to be

required to do anything about it, especially 
if it continues on, are just mind-boggling.” 

The oil slick could become the nation’s 
worst environmental disaster in decades, 
threatening hundreds of species of fish, 
birds and other wildlife along the Gulf 
Coast, one of the world’s richest seafood 
grounds, teeming with marine life. Thicker 


oil was in waters south and east of the Mis- 
sissippi delta about 5 miles offshore. 

The leak from the ocean floor proved to 
be far bigger than initially reported, con- 
tributing to a growing sense among many 
in Louisiana that the government failed 
them again, just as it did during Hurricane 
Katrina. President Obama dispatched 
Cabinet officials to deal with the crisis. 

Cade Thomas, a fishing guide in Ven- 
ice, worried that his livelihood will be de- 
stroyed. He said he did not know whether 
to blame the Coast Guard, the federal gov- 
ernment or oil company BP PLC. 

“They lied to us. They came out and said 
it was leaking 1,000 barrels when I think 
they knew it was more,” he said.

Blackhawks forward Andrew Ladd had a smile on his face and a hockey 
player’s gash on his nose Thursday as he downplayed his feud with Van- 
couver’s Ryan Kesler. 

“Everything we are trying to do in here trumps any personal vendet- 
tas or whatever you have,” Ladd said, two days before the teams start 
their rematch of last year’s Western Conference semifinals. 

Kesler called Ladd a “coward” earlier this year after they got into a 
fight during a game in Vancouver. Kesler said Ladd crosschecked him 
during the playoffs a year ago when he wasn’t looking and broke his nose. 

It’s just one of several run-ins between the teams during the last two 
years, a rivalry that was heightened last season by the Blackhawks’ six- 
game playoff victory. 

“It just seems we got a lot of different personalities that clash, may- 
be,” Ladd said. 

The Canucks aren’t very fond of the song that blares across the Unit- 
ed Center every time the Blackhawks score a goal. And they heard it 
plenty last season in Game 6 when the Blackhawks clinched the series 
with a 7-5 victory that featured a hat trick from Patrick Kane and left 
Vancouver goalie Roberto Luongo in tears. 

“For us, we love hearing that song, and I don’t think other teams like 
hearing it,” Ladd said. “It’s no secret that both teams don’t like each 
other, but that’s fine.” 


VANCOUVER HAS PAYBACK IN MIND IN REPEAT OF SEMIFINAL SERIES 


Kesler, who was an Olympic teammate of Kane’s on the US. squad 
that lost to Canada in the gold medal game, said what the Canucks really 
want is some payback. 

“They knocked us out last year,” Kesler said. “That has a lot to do with 
the reason why we want another crack at them.” 

Among the testy matchups is the goal crease battle between Luongo 
and the Blackhawks’ Dustin Byfuglien, who will try to get in Luongo’s 
way and his head. Last season there was a minibrawl with a couple of 
fights, one that included Alex Burrows of the Canucks pulling the hair 
of Blackhawk Duncan Keith. 

So, expect a hair-raising series. And this time the Blackhawks have 
home ice. “It’s going to be physical right off the opening faceoff,” Van- 
couver’s Shane O’Brien predicted. “It’s not going to take very long for us 
not to like each other because frankly we don’t already like each other.” 

Blackhawks captain Jonathan Toews, who missed six games this sea- 
son after he was flattened by Canucks defenseman Willie Mitchell in a 
game at the United Center, said the give-and-take between the teams is 
to be expected. 

“They have certain players who will try and antagonize and get in our 
heads and it’s the same way the other way around,” Toews said. “Every 
player has a role and a purpose. ... The physical part and the skill part 
and obviously the chatter and everything that is said on and off the ice is 
part of an intense playoff series.”

Legions of fans have been scared by the “Elm Street” franchise 
since its launch in 1984 with Robert Englund’s work as the killer 
who haunts dreams. Haley’s preparation was to watch several films 
in the series, not to copy what Englund had done but to get a sense 
of the character. 

Englund’s Freddy often delivered his killing blows with a comic 
quip. That’s different in the new “Nightmare,” which opens Friday 
and has fewer jokes. “It’s a darker film,” Haley said. 

It’s so dark, Haley’s research also included reading a book about 
real serial killers. As he read, Haley began to realize Freddy is more 
like the “character from a campfire story” than any real murderer. 

He sees Freddy as representing unstoppable fear. 

“I’ve always felt one of the most vulnerable places you are is when 
you are lying in your bed asleep. I’ve been awakened at times by 
horrific nightmares and this represents those fears,” Haley said. 

Being cast as Freddy in the remake, which was filmed in and 
around Chicago, is the latest step in a remarkable acting comeback 
for Haley. The 38-year-old was 11 when he started working as a pro- 
fessional actor. He hit his peak with two “Bad News Bears” films 
and the 1979 release “Breaking Away.” 

In the mid-’80s, Haley’s acting career dried up so he turned to 
directing TV commercials. He returned to acting with a vengeance 
in 2006 with his Oscar-nominated work in “Little Children.” 

“I’m of two minds. There’s a part of me that knows it’s very real,” 
Haley said. “But there is this other side of me that can’t believe this 
is really happening. I’m really a working actor again.”
